AESTHETIC VIEW OF CONCRETE. 
At a recent meeting of the American 


institute of Architects, says Cement Age, 
one of the speakers stated in that in 
most of his work, the architect has to 
content himself witn an Intellectual sub- 
stitute for real feeling, and his conscious 
delight it rather intellectual than emo- 
tional a» the. Idea takes form in the 
sketch and In preliminary plan and ele- 
vation. 
His fingers may itch—they do 


itch—to feel the flow of tie mass, but 
the feeling remains abstract and in- 
tellectual. 
Therefore, certain architects, 


if not indeed the architectural body In 
general, are viewing with keen interest 
when not actively aiding, dhe develop- 
ment of the possibilities of the fairly 
new and altogether plastic medium, re- 
inforced concrete; a medium which/real- 
ly does flow and is molded, and through 
which the form appears in gracefully 
unfolding stages till the final mass stands 
revealed, a veritable unit.

firm of Taft & Pennoyer, of which he 
was one of the founders. There is not a 
member of the co-partnership, from the 
originator of the enterprise, H. C. Taft 
himself, to the humblest attache of the 
house who does not feel keenly the pass- 
ing of Jlr. Pennoyer. 


This may 
be considered remarkable 


when it is known that for the last two 
years, in a special manner, there was no 
time at which the death of Mr. Pen- 
noyer, If it had taken place, would have 
caused surprise. 


In fact, for a number of years back, a 


great deal of the time Mr. Penuoy4r has 
=pent, in company of his family, in tour- 
Ing and visiting springs abroad in search 
of health which had been Impaired by a 
variety of circumstances, but more es- 
pecially by a perhaps too reaious atten- 
tion to the details of an exacting busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Pennoyer's death will in no man- 


ner affect the permanency or the sta-, 
bility of the well-known firm. Business 
will be conducted at the present stand 
until about October of this year, when 
the stock will be mover to the firm's own 
building, which is now In course of con- 
struction at the corner of Fourteenth 
and Claj streets, which Is to be in every 
way a model of its kind. 
Feels Loss of Partner. 


In conversing wlth^THE TRIBUNE re- 


porter today regarding the passing of 
his friend and partner, H. C Tatt showed 
that he realized the loss ho had sustained. 
He spoke of the deceased In the most ap- 
preciative manner, dealing in facts and 
reminiscences. 


"I ha^e been In business in Oakland," 


he said, "during the last thirty-two years 
and during twenty-eight years of those 
I was associated with Mr. Pennoyer. He 
was an honest man, a trustworthy part- 
ner, 
a xrue friend and a Christian gen- 


tleman. 
I feel his death keenly, though 


not so much as I doubtless would If It 
had taken place suddenly. For at least 
two years we felt that it might take 
place at any time. 
I lust saw him a 


week ago. 
He had then partially lost 


the sight of one of his eyes. 
Still he 


was hopeful that he would get well, but 
we all knew that that was Impossible. 
But he was cheerful to the last and was 


always hoping to be able to return to 
business. 


Of Old Adams Family. 


"Mr. Fennoyer was of excellent family 


in the eastern part of the country. His 
people were connected with the family 
of John Quincy Adams, who was a Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


"Mr. 
Pennoyer first came to California, 


for the purpose of paying a visit to his 
uncle, Edson Adams, the father of Edson 
F. and John Adams. His home at the 
time of his visit was in Chicago, where 
he was connected with the great dry 
goods flrm ol J. V. Farwell & Co. That 
firm was under the management of a 
gentleman who took great Interest in 
church matters and sought to have in his 
employ only men of good moral character. 
Mr. Fanvell waa so esteemed by tho Y. 
M. C. A. in Chicago that the large hall 
of the organization was named for him. 
Connection with that bouse waa a. good 
recommendation to Mr. Pennoyer, 
al- 


though, as I say, he had not come here 
for the purpose of establishing his home. 
But circumstances 
shaped 
themselves 


otherwise and as a consequence Mr. Pen- 
noyer concluded to abandon the East and 
here, take up his abode. 


Firm Started in 1880. 


"Mr. Delger had just put up this block, 


which extended then, as It does now, 
between 
Thirteenth 
and 
Fourteenth 


streets. I rented -the first store in the 
block and I have been In the building 
•Ince. 
That was in October, 1876. I 


was alone for four years. 
In 1SSO Mr. 


Pennoyer became associated 
with me. 


The flrm name is the same today as It 
was then. 
Mr. Pennoyer had a two- 


flfths interest In tha enterprise 
Today 


the flrm has practically eleven stoies 
under its roof and does a buslnefis in 
the vicinity of 52,000,000 a year 
The 


firm had been one of the most successful 
on the coast and to this success the ef- 
forts of Mr. Pennoyer ha\e contributed 
in a manner which will never be for- 
gotten. 


"In 1894 the firm was incorporated and 


the last list of directors comprised H. C. 
Taft, A. A. Pennoyer, R. S Phelps, C. O. 
Monroe and J. M. Taft. 
The first men- 


tioned was president, Mr. Phelps vice- 
president and Mr. Pennoyer was secre- 
tary until he became seriously ill, when 
the duties were performed by J. M. Taft. 
The general manager is C. G. Monroe, 
who has been connected with the firm for 
twenty-seven 
years. 
There ara eight 


clerks In the store who have small hold- 
ings of stock In the company, but it is 


j not necessary to mention thejr names 


In this connection. 


"When I established hers this was the 


only drs' goods 
store 
north of Ninth 


street and people thought the place was 
out of town. 


I Trips to Europe. 


"Mr. Pennoyer has been seriously 111 


for six months, but h^ has not been really 
well for fi\e years. 
He has made re- 


peated trips to Europe, I think four 
times, and on some of those trips he has 
remained eighteen months. That was the 
duration of tha last trip, and on H h& 
was accompanied by his wife and fam- 
ily of three sons, all of whom received 
more or less of their education abroad. 
On that trip he sought relief in the baths 
In Nauheim. 
The trip before that was 


taken about three years previously, and 
on that occasion he remained abroad 
about a year. Five years ago he stayed 
abroad about stx months, and two years 
before that he spent seven months tour- 
Ing the continent. 


"Mr. Pennoyer worked until ho had to 


go home. He frequently forgot himself 
in his desire to attend to the affairs of 
the firm, regardless of the efforts we 
mads to induce him to take a rest. 
Great Interest in Firm. 


"He was greatly interested in the 


new building which the firm is erecting. 
Ho often gave expression to the hope 
that ho might be permitted to live to 
move into It with tho firm, but it was 
willed otherwise and his desire could not 
be gratified. 


"Personally Mr. Pennoyer and myself 


got along- splendidly. We were not only 
partners but also friends. He had charge 
of the affairs of the office while I looked 
after purchases, and a more competent 
man in his sphere could not be desired 
He was sharp to find out and reward the 
good points of an employo and he wa» 
no less acute in discovering traits which 
we did not desire In our employes. The 
relations between 
him 
and the other 


members of tho firm and all the employes 
were always 
of 
the most pleasurable 


character. 


"Mr. Pennoyer was a great lover of 


reading 
and 
an 
admirer of art. 
He 


possessed other kindled qualities which 
tend to the establishment of good, pure 
and happy homes 


"He was also a religious man. 
He 


sought to be a thorough Christian and 
when he resided here he was a vestry- 
man In St Paul's Episcopal Church and 
after his removal to Berkeley he became 
connected in the same capacity in St 
Mark's Church of that place."

Judge Ogden's Vindication. 


The Supreme Court has completely exonerated Hon. Frank B. 


Ogden, one of the Judges of the Alameda County Superior Court, 
from an unjust stigma placed upon him many years ago by an ex 
parte finding made at the instance of a malicious litigant. In this 
community where Judge Ogden has so long resided and where he 
has been so continuously and so highly honored the tardy vindication 
of the Supreme Court was entirely unnecessary, but it is nevertheless 
gratifying that a blot placed by judicial carelessness on the name 
of an upright and highminded citizen should at last be removed 
after rigid scrutiny by the highest tribunal in the State. Years ago 
a committee of the Alameda County Bar Association made a thor- 
ough investigation of the case in which Judge Ogden's integrity 
was impugned and found that he had been most unjustly and cause- 
lessly aspersed. The Judge v> ho presided in the case and the attor- 
neys opposed to the side on which Judge Ogden appeared as a wit- 
ness-, united in declaring him guiltless of the slightest suspicion of 
wrongdoing, but the aspersion remained a matter of record till the 
Supreme Court took the matter up as an act of simple justice and 
unanimously exonerated him. Judge Ogden's career in Alameda 
county has been a triumphant proof of his rectitude. His admirable 
record as a police magistrate caused him to be elevated to the 
Superior bench which he has honored by dignity, fairness and high 
moral purpose. 
Again and again the people have elected him to 


that high position, expressing and renewing a confidence that has 
found fresh justification in Judge Ogden's performance of his judi- 
cial duties and the standards and ideals of citizenship he has exem- 
plified in private life. From the people of this county Judge Ogden 
had no need to ask for vindication, but it is right that for the 
stranger and those who come after that truth and justice should 
speak. And it is to the honor of the Supreme Court that it found 
a way in spite of technical obstacles to right a wrong of many years 
standing 


The Plaint of a Slanderous Fraud. 


The Enquirer lets loose a flood of billingsgate on THE TRIB- 


UNE because it announced that the Congressional Committee of 
the Third restrict would appc.int the delegates to the State Conven- 
tion from Contra Costa and Solano counties outside the city of Val- 
lejo.

CHIPS FROM OTHER BLOCKS. 


Personal Rights in Theaters. 


Every one who attends theaters, and the theatrical managers 


therrselves, Would be glad to see success crown the efforts of Super- 
visor Giannini of San Francisco, who is interested in the framing 
of an ordinance which will prohibit any person taking their seat in 
the theater after the beginning of the performance, and during the 
act, or leaving their seat until the end of the act. 


The plan he outlines is to put the matter straight up to the 


managers of the theaters and making it obligatory on their part to 
see that the law is carried out, and providing a sufficient penalty 
to make the managers active in this work. In the East there are 
many large theaters which have adopted this custom. There are 
many great actors and actresses, especially true of the late Richard 
Mansfield, who insist that no ons shall be permitted to take their 
seat after the beginning of the performance, until the end of the act. 


The artists did this because there is nothing more annoying to 


them than the swish swish or" skirts or the noisy entrance of people: 
Reaching the theater late is a habit, and a bad one. No one ap- 
preciates this more than the managers; no one is seemingly more 
helpless-than they to prevent it. It has been tried and has failed 
for the reason that the theater-going public charge the matter up 
to the managers. 


People who pay big prices to see good artists lose a great deal 


£>f their pleasure by being compelled during the performance of the 
play to stand up to permit some late-comer to enter their seats, 
and are annoyed still further by the settling-down process of these 
tardy people who have to dispose of their wraps and wiggle into 
their seats before they can calmly settle down and enjoy the play. 


So-called society custom, which is really the habit of only the 


parvenu, indicates late arriving. Society has to stand for this crime 
for which it is not responsible. In large theaters, where there are 
boxes taken by the season or otherwise, box parties can enter or 
leave without disturbing the artists. There is no use in trying to put 
!he matter up to individuals, for the individual at fault is nothing 


As the pre-convention campaign extends itself, and the issues 


to be submitted become more sharply defined, California must recog- 
nize what folly it would be to send to Chicago, even with Taft in- 
structions, any delegate at heart opposed to Taft's policies.—Los 
Angeles Express.

James Kennedy et al, which is re- 
ported i» 
shty-flrst 
California re- 


ports 
Th.es llnd as the Alameda Bar 


Association found, that Judge Ogden 
was an Innocent partv to the transac- 
tion, that he had no notice during the 
trial of thf case that fraud had been 
imputed to him 
and 
only became 


aware of it when the eighty-first Cali- 
fornia report was published, that 
therefore, he exhausted ever} means 
to have a full investigation by the 
trial judge and by the Supreme Court 
Failing in this, he asked an investi- 
gation by the Superior judges and the 
Bar Association o£ Alameda count} 
and that they found that Judge Ogden 
was wlthoi t blame In the matter and 
they fully exonerated him 
It was also 


found afterwards by the trial Judge 
tfrat the defendant, Kennedj, was dis- 
ri»nest and he being a lawyer, was 
disbarred from practice 


The matter was brought finally to

was concerned, of presenting to the court 
all of the evidence upon the question of

Graduated Reductions fo Establish Rates 27 Pet 


Cent Lower Than in 1906 and fo Fix 


Company's Revenue.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The House 


Naval committee today reported favor- 
ably a bill for the establishment of a 
naval base .and the building .of a dry- 
dock at Pearl Harbor, 'Hawaii. The bill 
authorizes the expenditures in these pro- 
jects of approximately 54,500,000, of which 
}650,0od is appropriated, and It recom- 
mends 'the limit jjf cost of the dock to 
J2,000,000. 


For the year beginning July 1, 


1908, and ending June 30, 1909, 
the water rates at present in 
iorce in the city of Oakland shall 
be reduced ten per cent to the 
city of Oakland and to the pri- 
vate consumer of water, with the 
exception, however, that the rate 
chargeable on fire hydrants shall 
be reduced from $3 to the sum 
of $2.75 per month. All private 
consumers, however, not under 
the meter rate, shall be subject 
to a minimum charge of eighty- 
five cents per month.

That for the year commencing 


July 1, 1909, and ending June 30, 
1910, there shall be a guaranteed 
reduction in rates charged to the 
city of Oakland and to the private 
consumers of water of not less 
than five per cent computed on 
the rates charged for year com- 
mencing July 1, 1908, and end- 
ing June 30, 1909; and that for 
the year commencing July 1 
1910, and ending June 30, 1911 
there shall be a further guaran- 
teed reduction in rates for water 
furnished to the city of Oakland 
and to the private consumers pi 
water of not less than five per 
cent, computed upon the rates 
charged for year commencing 
July 1, 1909, and ending June 30, 
1910. 


The above Is the kernel of an agree- 


ment, far-reaching in Its effect which. 
If adopted by the City Council, will for 
all time plaice a valuation on the Peo- 
ple's Water Company's plant as a basis 
for the fixing or rates to the consumers 
which will be gradually reduced !n pro- 
portion to the increase in population and 
which will eventually establish the rates 
of the Dornln council adopted In 1904, 
which was blocked by Injunction suits by 
the then Contra Costa Company. It was 


ntroiluced at a meeting of .the City. 
:ouncll, sitting as a Committee of the 
Whole, lasti night, when the fixing of 
water rates for the ensuing- year was 
taken up. 
In sbort, the company pro- 


poses to accept as a net Income on the 
capital now Invested in supplying the 
city of Oakland with water the sum of 
$529,000, this sum being the netsjarnings 
in the city of Oakland for the past year; 
In addition the company guarantees to 
reduce the rates ten per c&nt the com- 
ing fiscal year, and five per cent each 
of the two following years, HO that when1 
the fiscal year of 3910 Is at hand the 
rates paid by the consumer, public and 
private, will be 27 per cent lower than 
the rate collected In 1906. 
Legal Interests Guarded. 


In making the rate for future fiscal 


years It Is proposed in -the agreement 
that to the. stipulated - revenue of 
not 


more than $629,000 each, year shall be 
ridded a reasonable ratis of Interest ou 
any capital Investment that may In fu- 
ture be made. 
City Attorney McBlroy 


and Attorneys W. R. Davis and R. M. 
Fitzgerald, special c'ty counsel In the 
water rate pases, filed opinions that the 
legal Interests of the city would not suf- 
fer by the acceptance of the proposal. 
The water company urged as a condition 
of the proposed agreement that the city 
shall agree to a six months' continuance 
of the injunction suits now pending and 
which the People's Water Company In_ 
lierlted from the old Contra Costa Com- 
pany. 


President Elliot wns of the opinion that 


if the agreement were accepted by the 
Council, the plan for future municipal 
ownership of ft water plant would be 
effected.

who has given the water question most

President Elliot sug- 
gested that a clause be inserted In the 
agreement to the effect .that the com- 
pany would agree to give the city an 
option on its property for purchase at 
appraised value to be binding on the 
company and that the Council would be

It is a significant fact that 
ast year Great Britain, with only half 
the population of the United States, con- 
tributed twice as much money to the 
oreign missions.

— At a 
meeting of the Good Government Lea- 
gue yesterday, confusion reigned su- 
preme v.-hen Dr. J. "Wilson Shiela, Ed- 
gar A. Mizner and Jesae W. Brynn, 
three of its foremost and mo^t influ- 
ential members, announced their In- 
tention of resigning from the League. 
Two other members. Raphael Weill and 
John H Speck, later in the day sub- 
mitted their resignations without any 
specific definition of the reasons that 
prompted them. 
Bryan before handing in his resig- 
nation declared that ha was not In 
sympathy with the plan to have the 
Leagu4 support the graft prosecution, 
idianer also averred that he was op- 
posed to having the city finance The 
•prosecution. 
What Mizner Says. 


In discussing his resignation, 
7Jr. 
lllzner made the following statements: 


"The reason I resigned was because 
I believed that the Good Government 
League was not acting in good faith 
with tho public. Promises were nuide 
to the public previous to the election 
that thia was not a. moral reform,' but 
a reform for clean, honest city govern- 
ment, and we promlied we would not 
meddle in the affairs of the city. We 
gave our promise to 
every 
saloon 


man In town that we had no i<!ea 
of making this a temperance city, nor 
did we Intend to interfere in any way 
with the night life of San Francisco. 
"That was also understood by Mayor 


Taylor and he referred to it in his 
speech when he stated that he re- 
spected every man's business, whether 
he was selling dry goods, groceries or 
•whisky, so long as he abided by the 
laws of the city.

James P. Edoff, receiver of the Cal- 


ifornia Bank, has asked the Superior 
Court for instructions regarding the 
settlement of the claim of the defunct 
institution he now represents against 
the Bank of Ventura, owned by Wil- 
liam Collins & Sons, a co-partnership. 
In a special report filed- in ths county 
clerk's office he states that the Bank 
of Ventura is indebted to the Califor- 
nia- Bank In the sum of $171,341.42, 
arid that the guarantee given by Wil- 
liam Collins- & Sons for the -payment 
of this larpe amount only represents 
about $40,000. 


Edoff 
declares that 
If the« claim 


against the Bank of Ventura ' Is al- 
lowed to go through the regular course 
of liquidation about 60 cents on the 
d-ollar can be realized. 
He also says 


that, -if the demand is-settled under 
the terms- of• -the -resolution adopted 
by the board of directors of the de- 
funct California. Bank, which resolu- 
tion Is termed grossly inadequate in 
the report, that only about 15 cents 
i>n the dollar can be realized.

Thirteenth 
and Harrfson 
streets, a 


ranch in Glenn county, and a certain 
number of shares of tha California 
Bank and the Central Brick Company.

Investigated the accounts of the Bank 
of Ventura and found the possible as- 
sets to be.$633,365.05, with, liabilities 
aggregating $447,555.34.
